Most  of  our  ciiizcMS  con.sider  that  it  would 
be  a  civic  disjfrace  if  tlie  new  hospital  owirig 
to  the  lack  of  funds,  should  not  bo  built  first- 
class  and  up  lo  date  in  every  respect.  As 
London  does  not  seem  'o  have  anj-  woolly 
brained  aldermen  who  are  clever  enough  to 
extricate  the  Council  from  the  hole  in  which 
fliey  are  wallowing,  the  proprietors  of  the 
famous  "  Spot  "  cigar  have  generously  come 
forward  with  a  suggestion  to  help  the  alder- 
men out.

There 
are  hundreds  of  philanthropic  citizens  who 
would  gladly  buy  these  coupons  and  give 
them  (o  those  in  need  of  hospital  treatment. 
There  are  himdreds  of  citizens  who  would 
gladly  buy  them  because  t'ley  are  interested 
in  the  new  hospital.  Even  the  elephant- 
hearted  gentlemen  of  the  County  Council 
might  buy  a  few.  All  the  churches  and  the 
fraternal  societies  would  buy  some.  The 
architect  would  buy  a  large  number.  The 
"  sub-contracting"  aldermen  would  fall  over 
one  another  in  their  efforts  to  buy.  The 
manufacturers  of  the  "Spot"  cigar  would 
buy  some.
